Commander's cabin’at 7.30 on Thursday morn- 
ing he found him in a kneeling position, dead. 

Surgeon-Commander 0. D. Brownfield 
stated that he found the _ Lieutenant- 
Commander dead, and on the deck were the 
remains of a tumbler. The base of the 
tumbler was dry, and a slight white sediment 
at the bottom of it had no characteristic 
amell. i 

Dr. ‘Amin Madwar described wounds in the 
throat, one of which had severed the jugular 
vein.

OBITUARY 


TH VERY REV. DR. J. J. PATON 

The death took place in Belfast. on Satur- 
day, after a long illness, of the Very Rev. 
Dr. J. G. Paton. M.C., an ex-Moderator of 
the Presbyterian Church in Ireland. Born 
at Chapelton, Lanarkshire, where his father 
was minister, he went early to live im 
Londonderry. He» was educated. at. Foyle 
College and McCrea Magee College. and was 
licensed by the Derry Presbytery. He served 
the Church in four important congregations— 
Ballykelly, Newry, Coleraine and Malone, 
Belfast. 

While at Coleraine he obtained leave of 
absence, and was the first Irish Presbyterian 
to engage in Y.M.C.A. work with’ the troops 
in France. Eventually he received a com- 
mission and served with the Ulster Division 
for three and a half years, being awarded 
the Military Cross with two bars. 

After the War Dr. Paton took a prominent 
part in the work of the Church, and in 1931 
his services were recognised by his election 
as Moderator. In that year he received the 
degree of Doctor of Divinity. Dr. Paton 
made a tour of the Indian section of the 
Assembly’s Foreign Mission. He was one olf 
the most forceful and persuasive preachers 
in the Presbyterian Church. Dr. Paton is 
survived by his wife, two sons and a 
daughter. 7 


THE REV. FATHER L. NEVIN 

The Rev. Father Livinus Nevin, O.D.C., 
whose death is announced, was born near 
Portumna in 1839. He entered the Car- 
melite Novitiate at Ypres (Belgium) in 
1860, and his religious profession there in 
the following year. After his ordination, in 
1865, he returned to Ireland. Since then, 
with the exception of a few years spent at 
the Abbey, Loughrea, he has been attached 
to the community of Saint Teresa’s, Claren- 
don street, Dublin, where at different inter- 
vals he held the offices of Provincial and 
Prior. He had a keen administrative energy, 
and during his tenure of office made many 
imrovements in St. Teresa s. 


THE REV. FATHER AIDAN 


FORRESTAL 
The death took place on Friday last at May 
Park Nursing Home, Waterford, of the 
Reverned Aidan Forrestal, C.C., Murrintown, 
Wexford, aged 27 years. Father Forrestal, 
a native of Blackwater parish, Diocese of 
Ferns, was ordained three years ago. 


MR. WILLIAM ADAMSON 

Mr. \.illiam Adamson, who had risen from 
the position of pit boy to that of Cabinet 
Minister, died in a nursing home at Dun- 
fermiine at 7 o'clock last night, aged seventy- 
two. 

Mr. Adamson servéd as Secretary for Scot- 
land in the Labour Administrations of 1924 
and 1929-31, and he led the Labour Party in 
the “louse of Commons from 1917-21. The son 
of a Fifeshire miner, he started work in the 
mines at eleven, and worked there for twenty- 
seven years. In 1910 he was elected Labour 
M.P. for West Fife, and he held the seat 
until 1931. In the general election of Nevem- 
ber, 1935, Mr. Adamson was one of the 
Labour ex-Ministers who failed to be returned, ’ 
Mr. William Gallacher, the Communist, hav- 
ing beaten him in West Fife by 593 votes. 

Mr. Adamson was active as a Churchman 


and as a temperance worker. In 1918 he was 
appointed a Privy Councillor. He had re- 
ceived the honorary degree of LL.D. from the 


universities of St. Andrew, and Glasgow, and 
was a Freeman of Dunfermline, 


MR. NATHAN KARMEL 

The death occurred on Sunday, 16th inst., 
of Mr. Nathan Karmel, youngest son of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Lewis Karmel, of Notting- 
ham, A very prominent business man, he

‘‘Flames were shooting high into the air 
and illuminating the whole city for miles 
around. Extra police were called from all 
parts of the city to control the crowds of 
people who wate the firemien.”’ 

A middle-aged woman, Jean Scott, living 
in the Citizen House, who was rescued by 
firemen, was overcome by the smoke and heat 
and taken to the Royal United Hospital, 
Bath. | 

‘She was in the top floor of the building,” 
and eye-witness said, ‘‘and ‘collapsed in the 
room. Firemen reached her with an escape 
and brought her down to safety.

The 
children were. heard. to be. screaming, and 
appeared, as though they. would have, jumped 
from the window four stofeys high from the 
ground had they not been restrained by a 
woman who was with them. The brigade 
immediately ran up an escape, and the Chief 
Officer, Mr. James Hurst, brought them 
down, 

About midnight the brigade began to get 
control of the fire, though the interior of 
Citizen House was still burning furiously in 
piaces. The early efforts of the hrigade were 
somewhat hampered by the fact that care had 
to be taken that water from the hose-pipes 
did not come into contact with tram trolley 
wires until the power was cut off. Several 
tramcars were suddenly left stranded in 
various parts of the western side of the 
city.

**'Three-Cornered Moon,” which Lord 
Longford’s company présented last night, is a 
true child of the American depression, Not that 
the play itself shows much sign of depression— 
far otherwise, in fact. The. Rimplegars, ab- 
surd and delightful creatures, were. not meant 
to be taken seriously. When the action 
starts we find them in hopeless financial diffi- 
culties, and, only for the providentia] fact 
that Dr. Alan Stevens is there to provide a 
touch of sanity, the collapse of their invest- 
ments would have pulled them down to ruin, 
He. however, is able to save the situation. 
They remain frivolous and inconsequent to 
the last, and their ‘existence as a family, even 
at the end of the play has a faintly fantastic 
quality. But,. at least, he has been able to 
convince them that life has certain hard facts 
that must be faced, even by Rimplegars. 
Edwatd has known what it is to be hungry 
and overworked. Elizabeth has been taught 
that a beefsteak can be quite as rmantic 
as a sonnet to the.moon, and Kenneth, at 
last, has been goaded into passing his Bar 
examination, 

Only Mrs. Rimplegar and Donald remain 
unchanged; Mrs Rimplegar because she is 
incorrigible, Donald because he is an artist 
who has no use for ‘‘ gross materialism.” It 
is here, indeed, that “' Three-Cornered Moon” 


shows it ancestry. It is a charming 
and amusing play, but underneath the 
surface comedy, one can see, faintly 


enough, the American ieaction to the depres- 
sion—a call for hard work and the facing of 
facts, and a contempt for the “' aesthete,”’ 
who continues to insist that the search for 
beauty must come before the search for 
food. 
Like so many American plays and films, 
this comedy needs a  “slicknesa ” in its 
production and acting if it is to have its 
full flavour, and none but an American com- 
pany, one feels, could give it this quality, 
With that reservation, it can be said that 
the whole affair was most successful. 
Carey, as the ineffective and utterly im- 
bus Mrs. Rimplegar, was, perhaps, the 
est, in the cast, but she had the kind of 
part which suite her very well, and she had 
no difficulty in getting full value from it. 
Harry Fine gave an excellent display—one 
of his best, in fact—and Joseph Linnane 
had some very good moments, especially in 
the second act. With Eileen Ashe, Donal 
O'Sullivan, Edward Lexy and Clodagh Gar- 
rett, they gave an exhibition of team-work 
which did credit, not only to themselves, but 
to Miss Shelah Richards, the producer.

EVILS OF DIVISION

“A League of Nations, formed to carry 
out the conditions of a Treaty that was 
manifestly unjust and dictated at a time 
when passions were inflamed by four years 
of the most terrible war that the world has 
ever experienced, cannot be expected to com- 
mand universal respect. From this arises at 
the moment the gravest danger of another 
war, which may wipe out the entire Christian 
civilisation.” 

This view was expressed by the Mést Rev. 
Dr. E. Doorly, Bishop of Elphin, in a 
Pastoral letter, in which he uttered a solemn 
warning against the danger of the violation 
of charity which arose from the divided state 
of political opinion in this country. 

eferring to the international situation, he 
said that the peace of Europe was severely 
threatened at present, and any day, if the 
vrovidence of God did not intervene to pre- 
vent it, there might be a general outbreak 
of war. International hatred and pe 
arose from the greed and aggression of certain 
wealthy nations, who wouid fain hold for 
themselves the greater part of God’s earth. 

Dr. Doorly dwelt on,the dangers of Com- 
munism, which was not without, the support 
of a certain number of followers in this 
country, ahd he said that there was danger 
to religion not only from Communism, but 
also from exaggerated nationalism, which, if 
it continued on its course, might lead to the 
ruin of Christianity in some of the countries 
of Europe. | 

Dealing with political division in the Free 
State, he said that the Irish people were, 
unfortunately, disposed to hold strong views 
on political questions. ‘‘In times of political 
stress, therefore, there is a danger that 
persons with fixed ideas as to the best means 
of remedying current evils may become so 
enamoured of their own views that they do 
not hesitate to accuse all those who hold 
pus different from their own, not only 
of bad faith, but of bribery and corruption. 
In this matter it cannot be said that our 
people have always received an edifying 
example from some of their leaders, who, 
from their positions, should be a guide and 
an example to the whole nation for whose 
fair name they hold responsibility: in civil 
affairs they are the city placea upon the 
mountain, whose lights cannot be hidden ; 
they should seek to rule uthers. by their good 
example, and they should lear in mind, too, 
that no amount of political freedom or wordly 
gain can compensate for the violation of that 
charity and good feeling which should exisv 
among all our people.”’

HOPE THAT SAORSTAT 
MAY NOT BE INVOLVED

The. hope that the Free Staie will not be 
involved, for any reason, in a war with Italy, 
was expressed in his Pastoral letter by Most 
Rev. Michael Fogarty, Bishop of Killaloe. 

““ One sometimes wonders,” he said, “' as 
one peruses the pages of history, all stained 
as they are with bloodshed and injustice, 
whether princes and rulers have any con- 
science at all in public matters. What an 
awful responsibility, for instance, rests upon 
the man or men who sign a declaration of 
war—war being, of all human calamities, the 
greatest. The horrors of the late world war 
are still within our recollection; nevertheless, 
at the moment, the papers are full of war 
talk, and it looks as if another cataclysm may 
be impending for humanity, Let us hope, in 
any case, that our little country shall not 
be involved for any reason in a war with Italy. 
Whatever the rights or wrongs may be of 
Italy’s activities, that great country has not 
done us any harm. On the contrary, she has 
been a friend and a refuge for our people for 
centuries. There is one figure, at least, in the 
world who does not want war, and that is 
the Pope, in his paternal consideration for the 
welfare, spiritual and temporal, of mankind; 
and he is doing his best to preserve the peace 
of the world. He has neither tanks nor 
bayonets to support him, but he has what, in 
the end, may prove more powerful than 
either—the humble prayers of the faithful, 
and he has appealed to all of us to join him 
in prayers for peace.’’ 3 

r, Fogarty appealed to the people to 
support the Pope in prayer, and directed that 
the prayer for peace should be said in every 
Mass, pabrics. pam '"s, until further notice. 
He also urged that in a sincerely Catholic 
community all such things as public dances 
should be closed down definitely during Lent, 
as a scandal and wholly at discord with the 
sacred associations of the holy season.

A WARNING AGAINST 
COMMUNISM 


a 


The Most Rev. Dr. Patrick Finegan, we 
of Kilmore, directs the attention of his floc 
to an important matter intimately connected 
with the salvation of souls—viz., the reform 
of social order. Society all over the world, 
he says, has become largely pagan in its out- 
look. It devotes itself to two main pursuits— 
pleasure and money. ‘The inordinate pursuit 
of pleasure is fatal to the Christian life, which 
is a life of moderation, _ self-restraint, 
vigilance. Let us, while allowing and en- 
couraging legitimate recreation, do all we 
can to moderate the inordinate hankering 
after amusement which is so characteristic «f 
our times. In the particular matter of 
dancing, I am very pleased with the reform 
which has taken place in this diocese, and 
I have every confidence that it will bring 
many blessings to us. 

Now, as to the other evil of society—the 
inordinate greed for money, or, rather, 
financial power—its baneful effects are felt 
everywhere. A comparatively small number 
have got control of the wealth and material 
resources of the world. They have used, and 
continue to use, their power in a cruel and 
merciless fashion, so that the vast majority 
are the victims of grave social injustice. ‘The 
inevitable result has been the creation of a 
menacing spirit of revolt among the 
oppressed. The spirit of revolt has led many 
to demand, not the reform and restoration 
of society in accordance with Christian prin- 
ciples, but its violent destruction and re- 
erection in accordance with the principles of 
Communism, which are a direct violation of 
Christian principles. The individual is 
allowed no natural righia: he is presumed 
to have no supernatural destiny. . .. 

It is the duty of young, energetic Catholics 
to do all they can to save the workers, who 
are being lured astray by the false doctrines 
of Communism. They must always remem- 
ber that social justice, of itself, will never 
bring about social peace if a union of hearts 
and minds is absent. 


“CAMPAIGN OF PAGANISM” 


Worldly affairs, pursuits and ambitions, and 
amusements are permitted to occupy our 
minds, and “ the one thing necessary,’’ above 
all else—to glorify God by love and service— 
has only a secondary place in our daily 
routine, says the Most Rev. Dr. Mulhern, 
Bishop oí Dromore, in the course of his 
Lenten | Pastoral. At the present time, he 
said, all the agencies of evil that at one time 
or another in

The explanation of these defections, or 
this decadence, was found in man’s ignorance 
or neglect of that fundamental precept of 
Christ, ‘‘If any man will.come after Me, 
let him deny himself, take up his cross, and 
follow Me.” 

One sometimes hears or reads, said Dr. 
Mulhern, of complaints of certain Catholics, 
that the Church and the clergy are narrow- 
minded and kill-joys, when they would place 
restrictions on certain kinds of amusements, 
or issue warnings against these. Possibly 
these people would say, too, that parental 
authority and the rights of one’s neighbour 
are antiquated. The law of God, which pro- 
vides preventatives against sin and remedies. 
for it, does not change; neither does human 
nature with all its evil propensities; and this 
law, not the clergy, puts restrictions, not on 
liberty, but on the licence that abuses liberty. 
The clergy certainly warn their flocks against 
sensuality and lust, and against the abuse of 
the dance hall and cinema, which are incen- 
tives to this deadly sin, which drags its 
victims down to the level of irrational crea- 
tures, and leads to numerous other crimes, 
not excluding even murder. At other times, 
warnings are issued against pride, which 
leads to disregard of obligations and dis- 
obedience, as well as to uncharitable words 
and deeds against one's neighbour; again it 
becomes necessary to condemn avarice, from 
which so many other sins have their origin, 
and, in particular, dishonesty in business 
dealings and in the use of unscrupulous means 
of acquiring wealth, not stopping short of 
the crime of perjury, by which God, Infmite 
Truth and Holiness, is mocked and made by 
the perjurer a partaker in his infamy. 

When the clergy, in matter of this kind, 
trv to restrain their flocks they were but 
executing the commission given to the 
Church two thousand years ago. 


CLAIMS OF JUSTICE AND. 


CHARITY 


The Most Rev. Dr. Codd, Bishop of Ferns, 
oints out that whether the pervading unrest 
is to be regarded as a prelude to the eventual 
outbreak of hostilities between nations or of 
conflict between classes and partisans in par- 
ticular States, the vast majority of ordinary 
people engaged in peaceful pursuits dread 
and abhor violent convulsions. All thev 
want and pray for is to be left alone to carry 
on in tranquillitv their usual work from day 
to day. If people in power in the worlds of 
politics, industry and finance dispensed them- 
selves from the obligations of justice and 
charity, unrest and disorder would inevitably 
follow. If that was what was mainly amiss 
with human society, on the whole, it was 
but a single step to the inference that to 
bring about a better world the claims of jus- 


teaching of the Gospel. 

Having referred to. the importance of 
parents teaching their children the love of 
God, Dr. Codd said—“ Recently a certain im- 
provement is indicated in statistics of strikes 
and lock-outs. They are not so numerous 
and are less prolonged. But no one has as 
yet appeared capable of pointing the way to 
a happier life upon humanitarian grounds 
alone or through legislative enactment. It 
is, of course, undeniable that voluntary social 
service and legislation can do much to make 
the situation bearable and prevent it getting 
worse. And especially is this true of legisla- 
tion which here operates in its proper sphere 
for the common weal. The ailment of the 
social body cannot, however, be cured by 
these means alone. There is little hope that 
a mainly irreligious world, as long as it re- 
mains irreligious, will ever succeed in avoid- 
ing the woes which its own conduct brings 
upon it.’”’ 


A SUPERFICIAL AGE 

The generation now coming to maturity, 
says the Most Rev. Dr. William McNeely, 
Bishop of Raphoe, in his PaStoral, must in- 
evitably be influenced by the spirit of the 
age, which is not marked by any strong 
desire to ponder deeply on the truths of re- 
ligion or on the laws of morality. In this 
respect it may be said to be a superficial age, 
where speed and rush are more valued than 
thought and reflection. Peopte are now more 
inclined to skim the surface of life and 
extract from it whatever excitement and 
giddy pleasure it can afford; having a good 
time is exalted to the dignity of an ideal. 

“It should,” he added, ‘‘ be not too diff- 


described as God-fearing and self-sacrificing 
to withstand modern trends that are out of 
harmony with Christian principles and ideals. 
The cult of the body and undue straining 
after pleasure are not native to us. The 
great safeguard is in the proper esteem and 
remembrance of God and His laws, and the 
love of God in our hearts.” 

The Pastoral concludes:—‘‘ It was with 
feelings of the deepest sorrow and pain that 


the poor families of Arranmore, and we pray 
that God may comfort the lonely and suffer- 
ing relatives. In such terrible circumstances 
nothing could be more Kenna and consol- 
ing than the wonderfully generous response 
made by the public.

DANCE HALLS AS PLAGUE 


SPOTS 


The Most Rev. Dr. O’Brien, Bishop of 
Kerry, referred to the disobedience of chil- } 
dren and the neglect of parents, which, he 
said, are loosening the bonds of family life 
and inducing disrespect for all lawful 
authority. Dance halls were the plague spot 
from which this moral rot was spreading, 
and to check the evil he gave the following 
instructions to the clergy:—(l1) Dances at 
which drink is available is forbidden; (2) 
night dances in country districts are for- 
bidden, and (3) in towns dances shall end, as 
a rule, at 11 o'clock, and extensions are 
available only on rare occasions. 


FONDNESS FOR LITIGATION 
The Most Rev. Dr. Roche, Bishop of 
Cloyne, issued a warning against the serious 
dangers arising from the reading of novels 
of a suggestive or doubtful character, and 
against books which attacked the Catholic 
faith. Faith was a gift of God, and should 
be guarded with jealous care. The regular 
perusal of literature, plausibly written, 
openly or by insinuation attacking the 
Catholic Church or its teaching, could not 
fail to weaken, and might destroy, the God- 
given privilege of faith. 
The Pastoral issued an earnest exhortation 
against a too great eagerness in having 
recourse to litigation for the settlement ' vi 
disputes, Appeal to the public courts was 
often necessary. Against this necessary use 
of the law courts no one could raise the 
voice of complaint, but certain classes were 
over-given to rushing into court for the settle- 
ment of petty disputes. Such a practice was 
unbecoming among Christians, and was often 
the cause of grave sins against the virtue of 
charity. It helped to perpetrate bitter feel- 
ings among neighbours; for a court decision, 
however just it might be, generally mg the 
seal of permanent unfriendliness on the rela- 
tions of those who should live together in 
peace and charity. Moreover, the excessive 
readiness to seek redress in court where 
trifling interests were at stake led too often 
to perjury. Involved often with this gf 
was the sin of injustice, where, through false 
evidence, an unjust decision, involving money 
amages,. was given against an innocent man. 
All manner of contention should be avoided, 
and disputes settled, where possible, by the 
friendly intervention of a trustworthy person.

‘We 
bave an old and flourishing Catholic Young 
Men's Society; and why should Catholics 
frequent the Y.M.C.A.? We have St. 
Vincent’s Hostel, which is universally praised 
for its service to the homeless; an why 
should any Catholic go to the Salvation Army 
quarters?’ We have the best provision “in 
Bessboro’, under Nuns, for girls in trouble; 
und why should girls go to non-Catholic* 
places? Why should Catholics make an 


audience for street-preachers on Sundays? I - 


anf sure that Catholics do not join in the 
Service. But they should not congregate at 
all at these preaching places. Don’t molest 
or interfere with the preachers; but keep 
away from them. 

Some will wonder why I notice these weak 
members of the flock at all—their number is 
so insignificant. I notice them in order to 
pay a compliment to the overwhelming 
majority, morally speaking, the whole, of the 
poor and unemployed. They have borne 
their trials with wonderful patienca. They 
are most loyal to the Church. 


CHECK ON CRAZE FOR 
DANCING 


The Pastoral of the Archbishop of Tuam 
(Most Rev, Dr. Gilmartin) states that it is a 
matter for sincere congratulation that a check 
has been placed, more or less, on the ecrazs 
tor. dancing. While some parties took it 
upon themselves to depart from the diocesan 
standard, it was now the accepted rule of the 
diocese that no dances should be held during 
the holy seasons of Advent. and Lent, nor on 
Saturday nights and the eves of holy days: 
that no licences for drink should be “granted 
in connection with dances, and that all dances 
should end at 11 p.m. Speaking of penance, 
the Pastoral says that there were, besides 
lasting and abstinence, what might be called 
negative works of penance. These consisted 
in denying ourselves in luxuries, such as 
alcohol and tobacco, sensual or useless read- 
ing and amusements that appealed more to 
the flesh than to the spirit. 


They were living in troubled times. There . 


were war clouds on the horizon of Europe. 
They had all kinds of prophets announcing the 
coming of a war that might involve the whole 
civilised world, East and West, and leave in 
its trail much greater evils than followed the 
last Great War. In face of-all those alarm- 
Ing speculations and doubts, the position of 
Catholics was absolutely clear. For Catholics 
there was only one supreme problem—namely, 
the salvation of their souls. 


BOYCOTTING AND ILLICIT 


SOCTETIES 
——— 


The Most Rev. Dr. Dignan, Bishop of Clon- 
fert, devotes his Pastoral to the “ duties and 
conduct of the laity,” ‘‘schools and educa~- 
tion,” ‘‘devotions,”’ and ‘‘cemeteries and 
Christian. burial.” Many social questions, he 
£AYs, agitate nten s minds at the present time. 
These questions are often discussed and 
solved to the detriment of faith and morals, 
and hence it is the wish of the bishops that 
all would study and -know. and put into prac- 
tice the teaching of the Church on these pro- 
blems, especially on the social order, on 
marriage and education. In every parish 
an opportunity is to be given to the faithful 
to establish societies in which the Christian 
principles of social order can be learned. 

“ Boycotting,”’ 
violation of charity and justice, must be ab- 
horred by all followers of Christ. No Catholic 
should ever take part in it. No-Catholiec is 
to be a member of any society, whether it is 
secret or not, that has for its end or aim 
something illicit or immoral, or of a society 
that uses illicit means to gain a lawful end. 
Parents are. reminded of their most strict 
obligation before God of guarding their chil- 
dren against bad companions and all other 
dangers that might lead them to sin. 


the Pastoral says, that all who have the 
suffrage should realise their duty to vote, 
and their duty to vote alwavs for the more 
worthy candidates without a taint or suspicion 
of bribery or corruption. 

In the eyes of the Church the cemeterv is 
such a sacred place that the blessing of it 
is reserved to the bishop, who fe perform 
the ceremony himself, or he mfiy @elegate a 
priest to do it for him. It is hoped that 
parochial cemetery committees, under: the 
guidance of the parish priests, will co-operate 
with the civil authorities in taking care of 
the sleeping places of our dead, andin main- 
taining them in a manner befitting their 
sacred character. The distribution of intoxi- 
cating drink on the occasion of wakes or 
funerals is most strictly prohibited.

Pickwitk is going to be celebrated next 
month with a dinner given by the Dickens 
Fellowship. It is remarkable that the 


idea of ““ The Pickwick Papers ’’ did not 
orginally emanate from its author’s 
brain, but virtually owed their origin to a 
proposál made by the artist Seymour, who 
afterwards drew the illustrations for the 
first two monthly numbers of “ Pickwick.”’ 
Seymour, who had just produced illustra- 
tions for “ The Squib Annual,” published 
by Chapman and Hall, suggested to those 
partners a series of Cockney sporting 
plates for starting a monthly periodical. 
One of the publishing firm accordingly 
called jupon Dickens with the object of 
getting! the latter, whose “ Sketches bv 


Boz “” had appeared a_little before, to write 
amusing sketches as “' letter-press ” for 
. drawings, depicting the 


cone ii 
humordus adventures of Cockney sports- 


men. Dickens confessed that he was not a 
sportsman himself, and asked for a freer 


hand in his descriptions. This was 
granted, and ‘‘ The Pickwick Papers ” 


took a wider scope. The first three or four 
numbers had but a very moderate success, 
so that the publishers, it is said, were 
thinking of actually abandoning the enter- 
prise, but after the introduction of Sam 
Weller, the Cockney ostler, what looked 
like a probable failure was turned into an. 
astonishing success. Dickens became 
famous and Pickwick a name to conjure 
with. The name of Pickwick is said to 
have been taken from that of a celebrated 
coach proprietor of Bath, but the 
resemblance to the famous hero went no 
further The laughable figure in shorts 
and gaiters, so familiar from the illustra- 
tions, was drawn from a Richmond beau 
described or shown to the artist, no doubt, 
for this very purpose. 


“ Dhiz” 


Seymour illustrated only the first two 
numbers of “ Pickwick ” when his life 
ended tragically, and eventually Hablot 
Knight Browne was chosen to do the neces- 
sary drawings. Another applicant for the 
post was Thackeray, who was to become 
Dickens’s serious rival in after years. 
Browne signed his plates as “ Nemo.” but 
later adopted the pseudonym ‘“ Phiz.”’ 
Asked the reason for this change, he re- 
plied that ‘‘ Phiz’’ harmonised better 
with '' Bos.” 
trator not only for “ Pickwick,” but also 
for most of the novels. He also illus- 
trated the novels of Harrison Ainsworth 
and Charles Lever, with whom he formed 
a close friendship. The circulation of the 
‘Pickwick Papers” rapidly increased. 
Carlyle used to relate a story of how a 
grave archdeacon was horrified to hear a 
sick man exclaim, whose bedside he had 
just left: ‘‘ Well, thank goodness, anyhow 
‘ Pickwick ’ will be out in ten days more.”

BELFAST DISTURBANCES 


Following a reference to Blessed Oliver 
Plunkett. the Pastoral states: ‘‘ When 
think of Blessed Oliver’s times, and of the 
persecution and _ sufferings he and the 
Catholics of Ireland were then compelled to 
endure, we ought to thank God that our lot 
has fallen in better days. Yet we cannot 
forget that in certain districts of Belfast. 
during every July, the lives of Catholics are 
in almost as much danger’ now as in the 
penal days. During the past year this was 
true not only in July, but for a consideralle 
period before and after. For this amazing 
condition of things the decent non-Catholics 
of Belfast, who form the great majority of 
the population of the city, are in no way to 
blame. It is largely due to hooligans, but to 
hooligans pretty well organised, and usually 
acting not on the impulse of the moment, 
but with deliberation. 1 do not say that 
there are not hooligans on both sides, nor 
that our people are always free from blame; 
but they are in a minority—forming only 
about one-fourth of the population of the 
city—and the presumption 1s that it is not 
the weaker side that starts the riots. 

“However, I have neither wish nor com- 
petence to apportion the blame. My “gi, 
Íor referring to the matter at all is t ma i 
desire to express my very decided view tha 
there ought to be a sworn inquiry me. now 
into the origin oí last year s riots, and my 
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regret that the decent Protestant citizens of 
Belfast have not seen their way to support 
His Lordship the Bishop of Down and 
Connor in demanding such an inquiry. These 
recurring riots, besides being a disgrace to 
our civilisation, injure Belfast business, 
frighten off tourists, cause much destruction 
of property and consequent increase of rates, 
lead to the loss of many innocent lives, and, 
above all, grievously wound Christian 
charity. Why then should there not be an 
inquiry into last year’s disgraceful riots, to 
fix the responsibility for them, and then to 
suggest whatever steps may be deemed most 
suitable for preventing their recurrence? ” 
In a warning against Communism the Car- 
dinal states that he has learned within the 
past few days that a disguised Communist 
movement is actually in existence in more 


- than one place in the six counties, and that, 


doubtless, it is not confined to the North. 
It is known among its members as the 
“United Front,” movement, and the idea of 
its organisers is to get as many young men 
as possible from all classes of society banded 
together for some popular purpose that has 
nothing to do with Communism, and then 
gradually imbue their minds with Com- 
munist doctrine. If young men want a 
‘‘ united front ” let them band themselves 
together against Communism and put an end 
to these sneaking attempts to smuggle 
it into the country under the guise of 
patriotism, 


DANCING 
FUNCTIONS OF CHURCH 
AND STATE 


- 


The moral danger arising out of dances 

and the respective functions of Church and 
State in the matter were discussed by the 
Most Rev. Dr. Kinane, Bishop of Waterford 
and Lismore, in his Pastoral. 
_ Dancing may be, and quite often is, an 
innocent amusement, he said; but, unfortu- 
nately, it may easily become an occasion of 
serious moral danger. One source of such 
danger, he added, was the nature of a parti- 
cular dance ‘itself; and, although dances of 
this kind had no vogue amongst his flock, he 
warned young people to be on their guard. 
The absence of prope: supervision and con- 
trol was another source of moral danger, and 
the prolongation of dances until a late. hour 
was obviously one of the most prolific causes 
of trouble in this connection, especially if 
alcoholic drink could be freely obtained. 

‘The prominence which dances and dahce 
halls have received during the last few 
months has been due in large measure to 
recent legislation on this matter by the civil 
authorities. In connection with the adminis- 
tration of this legislation some erroneous 
theories regarding the functions of a civil 
judge have been advanced. Thus, for 
example, it has been asserted that he should 
not take moral considerations into account 
at all; and, on the other hand, statements 
have been made which imply that it is his 
right to determine the conditions necessary 
for preserving good morals, even though the 
ecclesiastical authority has already given a 
decision on this point. It is well then to 
determine the respective functions of Church 
and State in this matter,” 

The end of the Church, Dr. Kinane con- 
tinued, was the spiritual welfare and eternal 
happiness of its subjects, and it had exclusive 
jurisdiction over purely spiritual matters, The 
end of the State was the temporal welfare of 
its subjects, and it had exclusive jurisdiction 
over purely temporal matters. Besides 
spiritual and tempors! matters, there were 
mixed matters, over which both Church and 
State had jurisdiction, but should any clash 
occur the jurisdiction of the Church should 
prevail, because its end was higher, nobler, 
and more important than that of the State. 

The question of dancing and dance halls 
was a mixed matter, in which both Church 
and State had a direct interest. It was 
for the competent ecclesiastical authority to 
determine whether a particular form of danc- 
ing, or dancing in particular circumstances, 
gave rise to serious danger of sin; and when 
he had done that it would be 
clearly an invasion of his rights 
should a civil judge make and act upon 
a contrary decision. When the ecclesiastical 
authority determined that certain’ conditions 
were necessary for the preservation of good 
morals the civil judge should insist on these 
eenditions. 

There seemed to be a widespread ignorance 
of the respective functions of Church and 
State, and Dr. Kinane suggested that on this 
matter of dancing a conference representative 
of Church and State was very desirable, with 
a view to devising a general scheme for the 
whole country that would be calculated to 
promote both the temporal and spiritual in- 
terests of the people. 

In the meantime he had issued certain 
regulations for the conduct: of dancing in his 
diocese, and these expressed the bare 
minimem that he deemed necessary. They 
were not by any means ideal for the pur- 
pose: to ‘is mind all night dances, 
for example, were an unreasonable form of 
amusement, and it was only on account of 
the weakness of human nature and the pre- 
sent state of public opinion that certain 
concessions had been made in regard to 
them. He hoped to see a gradual develop- 
ment, that would lead ultimately to. their 
elimination. 

Concluding his Pastoral, Dr. Kinane said 
that their deep sympathy was offered to the 
agricultural community in a special way, be- 
cause of the severe and long-continued tem- 
poral distress which they had been endur- 
ing. It was with feelings of the greatest 
pain and the gravest concern that he saw 
them reduced to their present parlous con- 
dition. 


DANCING EVILS 
LABOUR AND THE 
CHRISTIAN STATE

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Real manliness is not measured either by 
intellectual power or by physical strength, 
but by firm control and command of the 
assions, said the Most Rev. Dr, Casey, 
ishop of Roas, in an appeal, in the course 
of his Pastoral, for exercise of self-restraint 
and self-control. Sobriety, he said, in its 
ordinary present usage, meant modertaion in 
the use of intoxicating drink.

Speaking of business and dealings with 
their fellow-man, Dr, Casey said that 
‘honesty demanded that each one should re- 
ceive and hold peacefully what was his own, 
and tog mS give to others what is their 
due. ch one might justly and lawfully 
vindicate his own rghts. but e must respect 
the rights of others, The merchant claimed 
a price; he should give fair value for it. 
The labourer ‘was worthy of his hire; he 
was bound to work honestly for it. Only 
too often in the past the labourer had been 
unjustly treated. Advantage had been taken 
of his weakness and want to cut down his 
wages and deprive him of. 
right to live. in frugal comfort. 
Because these things have been denied in the 
past great social evils had followed. The 
rights and duties of labour had been laid 
down according to Christian principles by 
the present Holy Father and by his prede- 
cessors. It was to be regretted that even 
in Christian countries, not excluding this 
country, those who stood as the champions 
of the cause of labour only too often gave 
expression to views and advocated systems 
which. would undermine the foundations of 
the Christian State, and were in contradiction 
to the principles of Christian morality. 


ENLIGHTENED LEGISLATION 


Teuching on political life, Dr. Casey said 
that the powers who ruled the State had their 
authority from God, and were strictly bound 
to use that authority not for their own pri- 
vate interests or party advantage, but for the 
welfare of the community as a whole. They 
were bound to see that burdens fell on the 
people according to their capacity, with no 
special oppression or favouring of party. 

There was also a very serious obligation on 
men who sought election to posts of autho- 
rity to ask themselves whether they were 
qualified for such posts, especially by honesty 
of purpose, to promote the public good. Be- 
cause this obligation was not appreciated as 
it should be authority was not always in the 
most capable hands, and in the matter of 
enlightened legislation there was much to be 
desired. But just as the legislator had his 
duties the citizen had his, and was conscien- 
tiously bound to obey the laws of the land 
and to support public order. Above all, 
he must not resort to violence nor seek a 
remedy for real or imaginary grievances by 
organised resistance to public authority. In 
a really civilised State a fair remedy for 
grievances could always be had in the force 
of enlightened public opinion. 


THE CHURCH’S 
AUTHORITY

POLITICIANS AND 
RELIGIOUS TRUTH 
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The Bishop of Derry, Most Rev. Dr. 
Q’Kane, deaJs in his pastoral with the 
authority of the Church, and adds that when 
compulsion came from abroad Catholic 
people could never be coerced or induced by 
bribes to desert the faith, yet they had dis- 
played from time to time a dangerous spirit 
against the teaching authority of the Church 
when it ran counter to the teaching of 
politicians at home. 

“We have, he says, been so long a sub- 
ject race that every cry for national inde- 
pendence and freedom finds, naturally, a 
ready response amongst us.. And even if 
the aims or methods of the policy are doubt- 
fully lawful, or worse, our people are readily 
aroused against any opposition, whether it 
comes from the Church or otherwise. This 
arises, I suppose, from long _ repressed 
national feeling, but there are other factors 
that swell the volume of popular opinion. 

“There is nothing an I[rishman fears so 
much as the charge of being. false to his 
country, or pro-British, or in favour of alien 
rule, And the patriotism of a political pro- 


gramme is often measured by the extent to 


which it is extreme or violent, or revolu- 
tionary. or its aims visionary and unattain- 
able. Men are afraid to raise their voice 
against it, for they are branded at once as 
supporting the enemy, and traitors to their 
country. And thus these agitators sweep the 
country and secure an influence, out of all 
proportion to the merits or sanity of their 
rogramme, and become emboldened to chal- 
lane opposition from whatever quarter it 
comes. 

“With all this, of course, I have no pre- 
sent concern as far as it relates purely to 
politics, but, unfortunately, it does not end 
there. Politics are not exempt from moral 
law, and politicians have no commission to 
teach religious truth, and a policy or the 
means of securing it may contravene the law 
of God.” 

“ Political leaders will not, indeed, deny 
the faith, but they will deny the right of the 
Bishops to denounce an error of an evil which 
is part of a system, on the ground that 
politics are outside the sphere of the Church’s 
action. A favourite charge against the 


I Bishops is that they are always opposed to 


the freedom of their country and the allies of 
its enemies. It is a cowardly charge, but 
thought likely to serve its purpose. It would 
never do for these men to openly. proclaim 
that they had given up the faith. They can 
strike at a fundamental right of Church 
authority more effectively without openly 
throwing off the yoke.” 


EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM 


The Bishop, touching on the subject of 
education, says that the task of providing 
new schools for Catholic children is_press- 
ing very heavily upon them all over the 
northern area. “ It is,” he states, “ clear that 
our position is very different from what it 
was before 1921. We now bear our share 
of the cost of the public schools, which serve 
& section only of the community, while we 
alone have to contribute half the cost of our 
own. I say ‘we alone,’ for though all 
voluntary schools, Catholic and other, are 
treated alike, in practice the Catholics alone 
are building mew schools. Many of the 
others, like ourselves, desire schools with 
definite religious instruction, but they are 
not prepared to make the necessary sacrifice. 

“ The fact is,” he further states, “that 
our Northern system of education is framed 
to suit a section of the population, which is 
not even the majority, who are not parti- 
cular about definite religious instruction. They 
who. never made any sacrifice in the cause 
of education, get the instruction that suits 
them at public cost, while those who have 
made, and are making, enormous sacrifices, 
have 'to accept what is offered them. It is 
no longer a question of “Rome. on the 
rates,’ it is ‘the rates relieved by Rome.’ ”’ 


DANGERS AHEAD OF 
CIVILISATION 


DR. MAGEEAN ON MODERN 
EVILS 
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The Most Rev. Dr. Mageean, Bishop of 
Down and Connor, writes :— i 

“The canker of discontent and unrest is 
attacking the roots of the family life itself. 
The loyalties and fidelities which lie at the 
core of family life are ignored or openly 
flouted. The bonds which unite husband and 
wife, parents and children, have grown weak, 
The marriage contract, with its spiritual 
sanctions, is dragged into the civil courts; 
its claim to permanence is denied, and soon 
it will be at the mercy of individual whims. 
Juvenile crime is on the increase; parental 
control is not enforced, and children are 
allowed to grow up without an, appreciation 
of the moral and spiritual values in life. 
Among both young and old there is an in- 
creasing tendency to make pleasvce the goal 
of life: self-sacrifice, obedience, considera- 
tion for the weak and helpless, the natural 
ieties of the home, are fast disappearing. 
hildren are regarded as a nuisance; the 
afflicted and infirm are a burden. Human 
life itself is no longer hedged around with 
its traditional sanctity and sacredness, and in 
the public Press methods are discussed to 
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extinguish it both at its beginning and at 
its close: birth-control and euthanasia—new 
names for the ola crime of murder—are 
taught in the class-halis of modern nism

IRELAND’S PROBLEMS 


Deploring the bitterness and acrimony dis- 
played by gs Parties in this country, 
the Pastoral goes on :—' Ireland to-day has 
many problems to solve, and she needs the 
sympathetic co-operation oí all her sons; she 
requires their service, the best they can give 
her. Why cannot our political leaders remem- 
ber that policies are only means to an end, 
and that the common good of our country 
should be above them all? Why cannot they 
realise that no single party can claim a 
monopoly of patriotism? If they would assert 
their claims to be statesmen, they must have 
the vision of statesmen and think in terms of 
State. We are all citizens of a nation with 
great traditions: let, us, therefore, as Irish- 
men work together in a spirit of mutual 
toleratian and co-operation, animated with a 
common purpose, to re-establish our mother- 
land among the nations of the world in a 
position worthy of her ancient glories. 

_ The enmities engendered by political fac- 
tions may be, indeed, bitter, but they bear 
no comparison to the insensate passions that 
are aroused by religious bigotry. In the six 
counties our experience in this matter has 
been sad beyond measure. Men responsible 
for the government of Northern Ireland, and 
party leaders, have publicly advocated the 
boycott of Catholics, and thousands are suffer- 
ing persecution for no other reason than their 
religious beliefs. The religion of a citizen 
18 no concern of the State: the temporal order 
is its province. Cannot our local statesmen 
abandon the narrow sectarianism that distorts 
their vision? Cannot the party leaders allow 
the spirit of toleration to grow up among us? 
The average citizen is willing to admit that 
as Irishmen we have many interests in 
common, whether we are Catholics, Pro- 
testants, Presbyteriaris or Methodists; and 
he will be prepared to act on that conviction, 
if let alone.” 


THE RIOTS IN BELFAST 


Dealing with the Belfast disturbances last 
year, the Pastoral goes on:—‘‘ When’ the 
riots were in progress, did the community 
take a firm and definite stand against the 
rioters? There was an aftermath in the Law 
Courts when some of the actual perpetrators 
of the atrocities were fined or imprisoned; 
was it in accordance with distributive 
justice to punish the agents and pardon the 
principals? The community has now to bear 
the cost, and to foot an enormous bill for 
damages and compensation which already 
amounts to nearly £25,000; was the com- 
munity responsible for the loss? Can we, as 
citizens, allow an orgy of destruction to occur 
in our midst at a time when trade is so low, 
and when unemployment and poverty haunt 
the streets of our city’? The citizens of 
Belfast claim to be Christians; if we permit 
or encourage the growth of ill-feeling and 
hatred in our midst, or if we allow some 
amongst us to inflame the angry passions of 
the mob, are we following the counsels and 
dictates of Christian. charity? 

““ As citizens, and as Christians, we have 
clear obligations in this matter; we must 
encourage and defend peace, and we must 

revent its violation for the future by remov- 
ing the cause. A surgeon will not attempt 
to cure his patient by simply covering up 
the sore; if we would give health and peace 
to our city, we must diagnose the cause of 
these disturbances and take the proper steps 
to prevent its operating in future. The 
first step is to have an enquiry before an im- 
partial tribunal. From many quarters the 
demand has been made. We have a right 
to such an enquiry, and our duty towards 
the peace of this city demands that we should 
insist on it.”

THE INVASION OF MEN’S 
LIBERTIES 


NN 
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The dangers of Communism and offences 
against the State are stressed by the Most 
Rev. Dr. McNamee, Bishop of Ardagh and 
Clonmacnoise. Though Christians, he says, 
are bound for the common good to submit to 
tne ‘lawfully established public authority, they 
are not forbidden to work within the law 
for a change in the personnel of that 
authority, or even for the change of the 
régime itself, always provided that the new 
régime is consonant with the principles of 
Christianity, and with the natural and 
inalienable liberties of man. This proviso 
excluded the régime of revolutionary Com- 
munism or Bolshevism, which was essentially 
anti-Christian in its irreligious and anti- 
religious principles, as it was essentially anti- 
human in its invasion of the natural and 
intangible rights and liberties of men. Be 
it noted, too, that Communism was expressly 
and professedly anti-patriotic as well; in the 
name of a _  spurions internationalism it 
despised and derided that devotion to the 
earthly fatherland which we called patriotism. 
The philosophy of Communism and the 
religion of Christianity, it must clearly be 
understood, were essentially opposed. No 
Catholic could be a Communist, and no 
Catholic could conscientiously lend moral or 
material aid to Communist propaganda. 

The Bishop condemns the fatse principles 
of the “new morality ” which touched upon 
a basic cause of the moral degeneracy of our 
time, the deformation of conscience, the 
calamitous results of which were seen in 
flagrant violations of justice and charity, in 
seeming iridifference to the dictates of self- 
restraint. of honourable and upright dealing, 
of professional probity, or parental and social 
responsibility. 


PARENTAL RESPONSIBILITY 


Speahing of parental duties, the Bishop 
asks how could they reconcile it with their 
sacred duty of parental vigilance to allow 
their young boys and girls to frequent 
proximate occasions of grave sin, to be out in 
the dark hours cf night they know not 
where or with whom, sometimes to spend the 
whole nigh! ‘away from home in som? 
wretched danci:g hall where virtue and 
honour were exposed to be tarnished and 
sullied, if not utterly lost? That young girls 
should be out at night in such circumstances 
unaccompanied by any responsible member of 
their family Was a practice at once un- 
Catholic and un-Irish. 

Some parents would seem to believe that 
their children were angels in human shape, 
immune from the seductions of the flesh and 
proof against the most alluring occasions of 
sin. So much so that they not unfrequently 
took umbrage when the priest found it neces- 
sary to give them a word of warning and 
refused to believe in the possibility of danger 
—-till the inevitable happened. If parents, 
as is their duty, forbid their children certain 
dangerous companionships, certain irregulari- 
ties in the keeping of late hours, certain places 
of amusement that they deem dangerous for 
them, children had the duty of obeying them 
whatever their views might be on the matter. 


UNLAWFUL SOCIETIES 

“There can be no State within the State, 
that is, no group or society by whatever pre- 
tentious name it may call itself, that can 
authorise any interference with the rights of 
others, least of all can authorise personal 
violence or the taking of human life.” Leaders 
of such a socicty had no authority over the 
lives and liberties of citizens, nor, having it, 
they could not communicate it to their unfor- 
tunate dupes nor render lawful what was 
clamant sin in sight of Heaven. 

Let them beware, said the bishop, of bein 
entrapped in the toils of such unlawfu 
societies, and enlisted in blind and criminal 
obedience to irresponsble leaders. 

Referring to the multitudinous forms of in. 
justice that were rampant in the complicated 
social life of our time, he said that the rage | 
for amusement, for example, often lead to 
thefts on the part of children and youthful 
employés that easily reached the proportions 
of eve sin. Loose notions, too, were apt 
to be prevalent when there was a question of 
the property of a company, of an insurance 
society, of a public body, or of the State 
Exchequer itself. Shady transactions in the 


keeping of accounts, in the manipulation of | 


dates or figures, in the making of unwarrant- 
able claims, and in supporting them by 


fraudulent certificates—were not such mani- | 


festly unjust operations all too common, and 


| 


too easily excused by a laxity of conscience 
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that was all too prevalent? Most of all, owing 
toa bad tradition coming down from a régime 


that had 


ed away, were people inclined to 


look indulgently on frauds against the State, or 
even to enunciate the moral enormity that 
citizens could be guilty of injustice against 
the State, seeing that they were themselves 


‘the State. 


It was right and just that the disinherited 
of this world should seek a more equitable 
cistribution of its goods, and that they should 


defend their interests in lawful 


associations 


or unions. But it was not right that to attain 
their ends they should have recourse to the 
unchristian devices of violence to person or 
property, to give ear to diabolical incitements 


to class war and hatred.

These false prophets and corrupters of 
youth, said his lordship, were now engaged, 
with their admirers and abettors elsewhere, in 
a well-organised campaign to spread abroad 
their poisonous doctrines and abominable prac- 
tices everywhere. By voice and pen and 
picture in all ways made available by modern 
science they kept dangling, in some places 
under the pretence of advanced nationality, 
before the eyes and minds. especially of in- 
experienced and unsuspecting youth, their 
false ideals with all their terrible implica- 
tions, ‘They hope to wean men from seeking 
the things of Heaven and to drag them blind- 
folded to mind only earthly things. 

This persistent propaganda made it more 
than ever imperative now to maintain stead- 
fastly a Christian outlook on life.

God’s blessing, too, seemed to 
favour the cause, for it paved the way for 
the establishment of a peasantry that bid fair 
to hecome the most prosperous, as it un- 
doubtedly would be the most religious, to he 
found anywhere. The enemy sowed cockle 
in the wheat field. _Unkind fates put spokes 
in the wheels of peaceful progress before other 
and further gains could be secured. The 
industry of the husbandman, he continued, is 
invested with a sacredness common to none 
other, and therefore the husbandman, the 
noblest as well as the oldest of all artisans, 
is entitled to the fostering care that is the 
portion of the legitimate son, instead of the 
callous cruelty of which the natural child is 
so often the victim.

For some considerable. time the Gaeltacht 
Industries Dépót (an organisation operating under 
the contrel of the Minister for Lands) has been 
doing its best to secure a market for goods made 
by the people of the Gaeltacht, and there is every 
indication that the public and the trade are well 
satisfied to assist this object. It is no exaggeration 
to say, howewr, that many people are being con- 
fused by the similarity of the names of other 
organisations with that of the English form of 
the Dépdt’s name (Gaeltacht Industries Deépédt). 
For that reason, the Minister has decided to ask 
the public to assist him in the selection of a new 
name for the Depot.

If the 
call to arms should come again fo-day, 
how many would answer it with the readi- 
ness of twenty years ago? Then they 
fought for an ideal; to-day, we think, 
many Irishmen would sit-down to consider 
the cost in terms of hard cash and of 
comfort. It is not, perhaps, their fault. 
They fought—those men of twenty years 
ago—for *‘ the rights of small nations.’’

The people of this country have many 
faults, but to their credit it must be said 
that they are comparatively free from that 
vulgar curiosity which is displayed on 
occasions by a certain type of person across 
the Channel.

Tell-Tale Typewriting 


The typewriter once was regarded as the 
essence of anonymity. Murderers with 
important correspondence on hand used it 
freely, blessing the invention that ousted 
their own handwriting; and on more 
peaceful—but only slightly more peace- 
ful—occasions hostesses were wont to 
choke off unwanted guests in a few lines 
of cold, formal type. Nowadays, however, 
the police, by certain highly technical 
methods, are able to determine from a few 
words the machine upon which those words 
were written; and a Swiss analyst can 
give a fair description of the hostess’s 
character from her forbiddingly impersonal 
note. His deductions, although they are 
not the product of any outstandingly 
brilliant reasoning, are of interest to all 
who use the typewriter. Neglect of 
punctuation shows an irresponsible 
character; the offender has no sense of 
duty. If you strike the wrong neighbour- 
ing keys you have no sense of detail, and 
the same is the case if you make bad use 
of the shift key. Uncalled for use of 
abbreviations, such as the “ and ” sign, 
shows a lack of discretion; no space 
between the words absentmindedness, or 
an inability to think clearly; too much 
space between the words excessive caution, 
letters joined together excitability, strik- 
ing the right letters over the wrong ones 
in correcting mistakes lack of thorough- 
ness, frequent omission of letters poor 
memory, dirty type lack of delicacy, or 
even sensuality ; narrow spacing of lines 
miserliness, a weak stroke phlegmatic 
vemperament, a strong stroke hot temper, 
and, finally, a variable stroke is incontro- 
vertible evidence of a moody temperament. 
This analyst can deduce one’s character 
through any writing implement—chisel, 
brush, stylus or pen—but he deems the 
typewriter the most satisfactory guide, 
because with it one writes more quickly 
than by any other means. We fear, how- 
ever, that the system would break down 
in the case of the person who types with 
one finger; for his free-for-all methods 
inevitably would -reveal hith to be cautious, 
indiscreet, excitable, phlegmatic, irrespon- 
sible and thorough.

Having emptied Eritrea of 
foreign correspondents by the simple pro- 
cess of tightening the consorship until it 
became futile for disinterested observers 
to remain, the Italians can hardly be sur- 
prised if other people are slow to take up 
the chorus. Ras Mulugeta’s version of 
the battle of Enderta, which opened the 


away with a loss of only some 400 men. 
If this rendering of events has some doubt- 
ful aspects it is wise to remember that the 
eventual Ethiopian report proved a useful 
corrective to the accounts of that Italian 
victory. The more matured story then 
seemed to be, in some respects, nearer the 
mean in a glaring conflict. of evidence. 

The Italian reports this time tend to 
supply their own corrective operations, 
which lasted nearly a week and culminated 
in a four-day battle ended on February 
15 with the capture of a height which was 
only two or three miles from the starting 
line. That suggests that the resistance was 
extremely effective or that the Italian 
methods were even more deliberate than in 
those innumerable battles on the Isonzo, 
which they mounted during the trench 
warfare period, 1915-’17, a parallel that 
has a somewhat gloomy portent for the 
prospects of the present invasion. It is 
likely that both factors were operative in 
the present case. 

On the main southward advance, pro- 
ceeds The Times, the curtain was lifted 
by Marshal Badoglio’s report that this had 
been resumed on Thursday, and by reports 
that the advanced troops had occupied 
Bwia. This is only a few miles beyond 
Amba Aradam, so it is clear that there has 
been a prolonged pause after the battle, 
and, apparently, no pursuit of the forces 
which retreated southward. The advance 
on Amba Alaji, fifteen miles beyond, is 
continuing by cautiously short stages. At 
Amba Alaji the advance will reach a 
natural barrier stronger than the one just 
conquered, and the point at which disaster 
befell the invaders of 1895. Italian pride 
will not be saved until this fateful spot is 
regained. Its occupation is necessary to 
secure their hold on the Makale area. That 
they would make every effort to reach it 
before the rains was certain, but it is a 
long, long trial thence to Addis Ababa— 
several hundred miles through country 
often more difficult than that already 
crossed ; and with each stop on the road— 
a road that has to be made to stand 
heavy traffic—the Italian communications 
lengthen. In pursuit of any decisive issue 
the most promising line of advance is still 
from the south against Harar, the line 
that Graziani originally tried and then 
dropped’ for his strategically eccentric 
move on Neghelli. The resumption of that 
move, and its issue, is likely to have more 
ne reper than the resumption of the 
advance on Amba Alaji. Whether there is 
the force or the time for success remains 
to be seen,

Members 
will be able to talk freely, and it is ex. 
pected that some very plain speaking will 
be heard from all quarters. Mr. Anthon\ 
Eden will be the Governmerit spokesman, 
making his first speech in the House as 
Foreign Secretary. He is expected to tel! 
the members that the Government wi 
abide by oil sanctions provided that it ha; 
the full support and assistance of oth“: 
countries, but he is also likely to point 
out that the imposition of oil sanctions 
will be a matter of great difficulty and 

wsible danger. - Labour, with Major 
Attlee and Mr. Lees Smith, will demaid 
that oil sanctions shall be applied forth. 
with, regardless of consequences. Sir 
Archibal Sinclair will speak á 
Liberalism, and it is expected that oth. 
speakers will be Sir Austen Chamberia::, 
Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. Winst 
Churchill. A debate on the increased 
naval estimates will follow at 9.50, wh 
Mr. Alexander, the First Lord of 
Admiralty in the late Labour Governmen:

The New Defence Minister 


The Government seems to have recog 
nised that it would be hopeless to put 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald forward as « 
candidate for the post of Minister to co 
ordinate the defence Services. It has been 
pointed out to some of the Ministers tha: 
the situation, now requiring almost 
desperate remedies, would never have 
come about if Mr. Ramsay Macdonald's 
Government had not permitted Britain's 
defences to diminish in its pursuit 
the disarmament will-o’-the-wisp. It is 
rumoured to-day that Lord Weir will bo 
offered the post. The choice would be a 
good one, inasmuch as he has played a 
somewhat similar réle in regard to th 
armaments world before; during the War 
he was for two years Controller of 
Aeronautical Supplies, and then Director. 
General of Aircraft Production at the 
Ministry of Munitions. Later he became 
Minister of Air. Since the speeding up 
of the Government’s air programme Lord 
Weir has been acting as Adviser to the 
Air Ministry. 


No Profiteering 


Suggestions that there should be closer 
co-operation between British industries 
responsible for the requirements. of th 
defence Services have been developed to a 
considerable extent, and have now reached 
the stage that enables a rough scheme to 
be drafted. It is proposed that steps 
shaH be taken to prevent the making of 
abnormal profits by firms carrying out 
contracts under the re-armament pro- 
gramme, and that, though Government 
contracts must be fulfilled without delay, 
there shall be no unnecessary disturbance 
of normal. manufacturing activities. 
Another proposal is that manufacturers 
who instal large additional plant for 
Government contracts shall be safeguarded 
during periods when Government orders 
fall off. It is possible that a Cabinet 
Minister will be appointed to be re 
sponsible for the scheme of industria! co 
ordination. 


The King’s Message 


The King will broadcast his message to 
the Empire on St. David’s Day. The 
choice of date is happy, and probably is 
due to his many years’ association with 
the Principality of Wales. It has been 
settled that the broadcast will be made 
from Broadcasting House, and will be pre- 
ceded and followed by short periods of 
silence. It will be relayed to all parts oí 
the Empire and to the United States. 
where it will be taken up on the great 
network of radio companies extending Ove: 
North America. Several of the European 
countries are arranging to listen-in to the 
broadcast, which will be followed by a 
translation given in the tongue of the 
country concerned.

WORSE THAN EVER 


“They are bartering away the trade 
of the Free State for coal, one-third of our 
trade for cement, and almost one-third in 
respect of iron, steel and sugar.

It means simply that it is 
another proof, if proof is needed, that 
when the conflict with Great Britain was 
started the Government in this country 


. Was not in earnest, and they pretended to 


carry on the conflict, but. never provided 
any exposition of generalship or states- 
manship. Now the people find themselves 
in a worse position than before, and all 
the time the cost of government has been 
Increasing.’’ 

He observed that no Trish Minister had 
gone over to negotiate with the British, 
and suggested that the people were entitled 
to know*why it was that only civil servants 
despatched to do the people's 
business. When the people elected their 
representatives three or four years ago 
they did not elect a Government to «io 
their work by proxy. Those who were 
honoured by election had responsibilities 
to shoulder. 


NOT FIT TO GOVERN 


For four years they had neglected the 
real interests of the people. They had 
allowed* Irish ,goods to be sold at sacrifice 
prices on the British market, and if they 
had failed to carry out an agreement when 
it could be done they were no longer fit 
to represent the people of the country. A 
change must take place. The agricultural] 
industry was not being worked in 
the interests of agriculture and the people, 
and that was one of the outstandi¥ causes 
of unemployment, while high taxation and 
poor prices also contributed. 

Why is it that no real settlement was 
made with Great Britain, he asked. The 
Government has neither the foresight, the 
courage nor the statesmanship to ma'e it, 
and if the voice of the people let them 
know that it was in their political 
interests to make a better settlement then 
they would soon do it. It is up to the 
people to elect an Executive that would 
make a final and satisfactory settlement in 
this country. 


FOUR YEARS AFTER 


Depression, Mr. Cosgrave said, occurred 
at various times in different countries, 
but we in this country could blame our- 
selves for the condition of things here. We 
had the most fertile land in the whole 
world, and the market which normally we 
ought to be able to make the most of had 
placed virtually a prohibitive tariff on our 
goods, to the great disadvantage of agri- 
culture. Four years after they had first 
retained the land annuities—with which 
so much good was going to be done for the 
country—they now found that the cost of 
government was far higher than ever was 
anticipated, even by the supporters of the 
Government, and within the last few weeks 
the British Government and the Irish 
Government had agreed between them to 
collect every penny of the disputed moneys. 
Not only did they now find themselves in 
exactly the same position as they were 
four years ago, but the disputed moneys 
were being collected with greater disloca- 
tion of Irish trade and greater hardship 
on the Irish people than was ever expert- 
enced when they were being sent across 
the water voluntarily. ; 

Mr. Cosgrave touched upon the increase 
in law charges, and said that in. that 
respect Fermoy was an outstanding 
example of the manner in which the 
people’s property was sold for a bagatelle. 
Did anybody think that injustices such as 
that were likely to be tolerated by the 
people? Could the Government with 
impunity punish the citizens 1n the ad- 
ministration of the law? If it had come 
to that, then a change must take place at 
the next election to ensure that such a 
policy could not be indulged. in with 
impunity. .

Commandant Cronin, Director-General of 
the League of Youth, who also addressed 
the meeting, said that when the interests 
of the nation were subordinated to those 
of the political party in power nationa! 

After four years of 
Fianna Fail administration no one could 
help believing that such was the position 
of the country to-day.

The article declares that at present 
Germany is only doing what all the other 
Powers are doing—namely, looking after 
her own defences. It argues that no 
foreign Power has the right to cast a 
stone at Germany until the German 
Government has turned down ‘“ honest 
proposals, which are inspired by a spirit 
of equality, are precisely expressed, and 
are capable of being carried through.” 

The paper concludes that Germany is 
justified in asking the other Powers now 
--‘* What are your proposals; what is it 
that you want Germany to do?”’ 


FRANCO-SOVIET PACT 
ROME, Sunday. 


A criticism of the proposed Franco- 
Soviet pact as a violation of the spirit 
of Locarno is published to-day by the 
Stampa, of Turin. This is the first 
comment of such a nature to have ap- 
peared in the Italian Press. Up to the 
present official circles have maintained 
the view that there is nothing in the pro- 
posed pact which would prevent France 
from fulfilling her obligations. under the 
Locarno agreement. 

“The pact is frankly aimed at Ger- 
many,” the paper writes. ‘‘ The best 
provf of this is provided by the police of 
Poland. The rapprochement between 
Warsaw and Berlin is not the product of 
a caprice of a statesman like Colonel 
Beck. nor is it merely a deliberate snub 
to the Quai d’Orsay. It is the natural 
result of forces acting from the instinct 
of self-preservation. 7 i 

““ Poland feels that her greatest danger 
lies in the East. She will never permit 
Bolshevik soldiers to camp, even as 
allies, on her territory, which would be 
an inevitable result of Poland’s-adhesion 
to the Franco-Soviet pact.”’ 

“ The Government which more than any 
other should exert itself to restore its 
pristine value to Locarno is the French.” 

The paper continues: “ But the Quai 
d'Orsay is an eternal slave to the illusion 
of a sure guarantee from Britain. Thus 
France has let herself be caught in the 
cul-de-sac of sanctions, with the result 
that she is being completely dazzled by the 
Bolshevik game.”’ | 


PARIS MARKS TIME

WAITING FOR GERMANY 
TO SHOW. HER HAND

PARIS, Sunday. 


Intrigued by Germany’s- tortuous 
diplomatic activity, Paris is waiting for 
her to show her hand. Following the 
communiqué issued by the official German 
news agency alleging the incompatibility 
of the Franco-Soviet Pact with Locarno, 
it is thought. here that. the next card will 
be a formal Note reasserting this legal 
contention. 

The Note, it is believed, will be timed 
for delivery after the Senate and the 
Chamber have both ratified the pact. 
Then it is anticipated there will be an 
overt lull while Germany reaps the harvest 
of the Olympic Games. The underground 
sapping of the Italian allegiance to the 
Locarno and Stresa Pacts will, however, 
continue during that time. 
speculation. 


A SPECIOUS PRETEXT 


What is definite is that the French 
Government defies Germany or anyone else 
to prove that the Franco-Soviet Pact 
contravenes Locarno. French circles treat 
German arguments to the contrary as a 
specious pretext. The corner-stone of 
French policy in this, as in other matters, 
is Franco-British co-operation. Paris looks 
to London for the same support in the 
event of a violation of the Rhineland de- 
militarisation as France has given. Britain 
in the Mediterranean, Locarno is carefully 
drafted to meet such eventualities—by 
reference to the League Council, or by 
immediate military riposte, according to 
the urgency of the circumstances. 

While it is understood that no special 
Franco-British conversations are proceed- 
ing at the present time, M. Flandin and 
Mr. Eden will have an opportunity to 
discuss the Rhineland problem when they 
meet at Geneva at the beginning of next 
month. Important decisions may result. 
Germany, it is thought, will cut her coat 
according to this cloth.

| T was officially announced last night that 
the Executive Council has appointed 
Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C., to be Judge 
for the Number Six or Eastern Circuit in 
room of the late Judge Devitt. | 

Mr. Comyn, who was born at Bally- 
vaughan in 1877, was educated at Mr. 
Brady’s School, Ruan, Lancaster, and 
Preston Schools, and at University College, 
Dublin. He was called to the Bar in 1898, 
joined the Munster Circuit in 1900, and 
took silk in 1914. A very successful 
practitioner, his work for the greater part 
was connected with the civil side of the 
courts, and he earned further distinction 
in the years before 1920, when he took 
several successful appeals before the House 
of Lords. His final effort in this connec- 
tion was the Writ of Prohibition which he 
brought on behalf of Clifford and Sullivan, 
who were under sentence of death. The 
appeal was brought before the House of 
Lords and was heard at intervals from 
April, 1921, till the Truce. It was recently 
revealed by Mr. Comyn that the case was 
brought to an end through the intervention 
of the late King George, who secured a 
promise from the Prime Minister that no 
execution would take place, and that peace 
would be made. 

After 1920 Mr. Comyn was engaged chiefly 
in the defence of Irish Republican prisoners 
before the military courts through- 
out the country and at the High Court. 
In 1928 he was nominated by the Fianna 
Fail Party for the Senate on the ground of 
public service in having ‘‘ acted as Senior 
Counsel for the Irish Republican Govern- 
ment and for the Republican Army,”’ 
and was elected. At the triennial elections 
last year he was selected as Vice- 
President of the Senate in the place of Mr. 
F. O'Hanlon. 

Apart from his political and legal 
activities, Mr. Comyn has been largely 
interested in the promotion of Irish 
industry. For many years he has been a 
keen student of geology and chemical 


research, and he advocated the under- 
taking of mining operations in this 
country. In the course of his investiga- 
tions in Clare in 1924 he discovered 


deposits of Irish phosphate, which were 
subsequently developed. With Mr. Robert 
Briscoe, T.D., he was one of the central 
figures in the controversy surrounding the 
granting of gold-inining leases in County 
Wicklow. This matter was the subject of 


investigations by a Select Committee of | 


the Dail, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
W. Norton, T.D. 

A keen debater, Mr. Comyn has been 
one of the staunchest and ablest sup- 
porters of President de Valera’s policy in 
the Uppér House. 

Mr. Comyn will be sworn in by the 
Chief Justice at 11 o'clock this morning. 

The Eastern Circuit, to which he has 
been appointed, comprises the counties of 
Louth, Meath, Kildare, Wicklow and 
Wexford.

FOR SLIGO

Women’s Footwear 
to be Manufactured

I understand that negotiations have 
been in progress for some time, and are 
nearing a successful issue, for the estab- 
lishment of a new factory in the town of 
Sligo. Since the Fianna Fail Government 
embarked on its policy of intensive indus- 
trialism many efforts have been made by 
the citizens of this progressive town in 
the North-West to be included in the 
general scheme of decentralised industry ; 
but, although Sligo is peculiarly suitable 
for the purpose, having a splendid port 
and a rich hinterland, it is one of the few 
of our larger towns that have been over- 
looked. 


My information now is that it is pro- 


posed to establish a large factory in Sligo 
tor the manufacture of footwear. A site 
has been chosen near the quays, and it is 
hoped that final arrangements will be 
made in the near future. Only women’s 
boots and shoes will be manufactured, 
and, in the early stages, at any rate, the 
promoters of the plan hope to obtair per- 
mission from the Government. to import 
100,000 ‘‘ uppers’’ free of duty every 
year. 


SMUGGLING IN FRANCE 


AFFRAY ON BELGIAN

Tobacco, cocaine, and wireless sets all 
figure in smuggling dramas in France. 
At Wattrelos two Customs officers were 
walking along the Roubaix Canal, when 
they were savagely attacked with knives 
by three smugglers, who were trying to 
get through three bundles of tobacco 
weighing some four stone. The Customs 
men fired and succeeded in freeing them- 
selves. One, very badly wounded, was 
taken to hospital. The other was less 
gravely cut on the wrist. One of the 
smugglers was arrested later. 

Frontier guards near Schoeneck, in Lor- 
raine, stopped a cart loaded with straw 
coming from Germany, in which they 
found fifteen smuggled wireless sets. The 
two men with the cart managed to slip 
back across the frontier, abandoning their 
cart and goods, which were confiscated. 

In Paris a Pole, who has already been 
sentenced six times and expelled from the 
country, was arrested with twenty bottles 
of cocaine from the Saar.

EVERAL thousand people — mostly 
women—yesterday watched the 
members of the police force continue their 
search along the shore at Shankill and 
Killiney for Mrs. Lavena Ball, who dis- 
appeared mysteriously early last week. 
The people arrived by motor cars, bicycles 
and other means of conveyance, and re- 
mained for hours along. the beach, up- 
posite Corbawn lane, where the motor car 
was found abandoned.. Some of them, 
when the tide was out, searched the sea- 
weed-covered rocks, while others walked 


through the neighbouring fields. 


The police, however, could find no fur- 
ther clue to the whereabouts of the miss- 
ing woman, and after dark they gave up 
the search on the sea, confining them- 
selves to keeping a watch out along the 
coast at this part. 

The Guards on Saturday and yesterday 
carried out, experiments with wooden 
dummies about the weight of a human 
hody. The object was to place them on 
the beach, so that when the tide came in 
it would be possible to observe in what 
direction they were carried by the cur- 
rents. On Saturday evening after the 
tide had gone out it was discovered that 
the objects’ had not been affected, and 
had remained in the same position. Yes- 
terday, however, after the tide had re- 
ceded it was discovered that two of the 
objects had drifted out to sea. They 
were taken in the direction of Killiney, 
and boats manned by Civic Guards put 
out after them to find out definitely if 
they were likely to be washed up on the 
beach, or whether they would be carried 
out further to sea. 


KILLINEY SEARCH 


It is possible that as a result of these 
experiments the area of search will be 
changed to-day. For the most part the 
dragging operations have been carried out 
in the part of the coast opposite Corbawn 
lane, but it is probable that to-day the 


operations will be carried on _ nearer 
Killiney. The police, however, are 
sceptical about any results rewarding 
their efforts until Wednesday, as they 


believe that until the ninth day the body 
of the missing woman, if it has entered 
the water at all, will not be seen on the 
surface. They are carrying on their 
dragging work, at any rate. 

A suggestion that the police have in- 
tended to dig up the sands and shingle at 
Shankill has been discounted. The future 
operations will be decided to-day by the 
police chiefs at Bray, who are in charge of 
the investigations in that part. 

On inquiry at the Richmond Hospital 
last night an Irish Times reporter was 
informed that the condition of Edward 
Ball was the same. His injured shoulder is 
in plaster. He saw no visitors yesterday.

MAGISTRATE HEARS 
CHARGE AT BEDSIDE

In a Dublin hospital, where he is being 
treated for a fractured neck and a broken 
arm, Edward Preston Ball (19) was 
charged before Mr. Cussen, the senior 
District Justice, on Saturday with the 
murder of his mother at her home, 23. St. 
Helen’s road, Booterstown. i 

After police evidence of arrest had been 
given, the State asked, and was granted, 
a remand for one week, It is stated that 
it is unlikely that young Ball will be 
taken from the hospital for about a month. 

His injuries were incurred when he fell 
on the previous day from a window at 2ó 
St. Helen’s road. He was taken on 
Friday evening to the Dublin Bridewell 
and formally charged with murder, and 
later he was removed under detective 
escort to the Richmond Hospital. 
having been X-rayed and treated by the 
medical staff, he was placed in a private 
ward. Other detectives are on guard at 
the hospital. 

The charge was heard in the accused 
youth’s ward at the hospital. The Senior 
District Justice of the Dublin Metro- 
politan District Court (Mr. G. P. Cussen) 
stood, with Superintendent Charles 
Dunleavy, solicitors for the State, for 
the defence, and for the next-of-kin, 
grouped round the bed. The full charge 
against him read that between 6 p.m. on 
the 17th last and 8.30 a.m. on the 18th, 
at, the dwelling-house 23 St. Helen’s road, 
Booterstown, he did, feloniously and with 
malice aforethought, kill and slay one his 
mother, Mrs. Lavena Ball, aged 53 years, 
of 25 St. Helen’s road. 


THE FORMAL CHARGE 


In reply to Mr. T. Clarke (Chief State 
Solicitor’s Office), Superintendent Dun- 


leavy said that between 7 and 8 o'clock | 


on the previous evening, accompanied with 
other officers, he took the accused youth 
in a motor car from St. Helen’s road to 
the Bridewell. There he took him into 
custody, and when formally charged and 
cautioned Ball, said the Superintendent, 
replied: ‘‘I.do not feel like saying any- 
thing at the moment.”’ . | 

The accused youth was subsequently 
taken to the Richmond Hospital, and the 
Superintendent, on behalf of the State, 
asked for a remand. 

Mr. Cussen ordered a remand for one 
week to Mountjoy. He directed that a note 
be sent to the doctor at Mountjoy request- 
ing a report on the physical and mental 
condition of Ball.

ADRID was torn to-day between the 

rival claims of politics and carnival, 

and the.day ended in a sweeping victory 

for King Carnival. The meetings, red 

flags i slogans of this morning’s Left 

Wing demonstrations were by evening for- 
gotten in the merry-making of cafnival. 

The celebration proper of the Left 
‘victory and the signing of the amnesty 
had earlier been officially postponed until 
March 1st, when the whole of Spain may 
rejoice unhampered over its new Govern 
ment. i 

In view of the victory of the carnival 
tradition to-day, politics cannot hope for 
much of a show until March lst. Com- 
munists, Syndicalists and other keen Left 
Wing politicians have been completely 
disconcerted by the -way they have been 
quickly swept on one side by the spirit 
of carnival, 

The day opened with six demonstrations 
held to celebrate the Left victory. The 
Left Press had announced with great 
emphasis the expected arrival in Madrid 
by the great French road of Seior 
Gonzalez Pena. Sefor Pena had been 
released yesterday from prison in Burgos, 
where he had been placed as the leader of 
the revolution in Asturias. 


MUSIC-HALL SONGS 


Crowds of young people accompanied to 
the outskirts of the town bands of Com- 
munists eager to welcome the returning 
leader, but gradually the singing of the 
‘Internationale’? gave way to the sing- 
ing of music-hall songs, and politics were 
forgotten in the traditions. of carnival. 

By the afternoon everyone in Madrid 
had given themselves up to the spirit of 
carnival. Up and down the wide and 
picturesque boulevard —the Castellana 
Madrid—revolutionaries have been passing 
to the sound of guitars and mandolines. 
Carnival figures of all kinds, from a huge 
glittering model of a gem in its setting— 
in which the gem itself is the head and 
shoulders of an attractive girl—to the 
model of a medieval galleon—made of old 
petrol tins and pieces of cloth—sailed 
majestically or bumped merrily from end 
to end of the Castellana. i 

The air was thick with confetti and 
streamers, and everyone in town who had 
a fancy dress had donned it to join the 
motley whirl of humanity in which 
medizeval Duchesses joked with Eskimos. 
and a woman from Darkest Africa danced 
with a bold sea rover of three hundred 
years ago. 

The same kind of scenes were enacted 
all over Spain. 


FLIGHT FROM SPAIN

On Saturday night, while Archibald 
Mcllwraith, of Blackrock, County Louth, 
was cycling to his home he was struck by 
a motor car and killed instantly. Mr. 
MeclIlwraith was a motor mechanic, work- 
ing with a Dundalk firm, and was aged 
about sixty years. He was cycling along 
the main Dublin-Dundalk road from his 
work, and, when about a mile from 
Dundalk, it is alleged that he was 
struck by the car, and when picked up 
on the roadside was found to be dead. 
The car was owned and driven by Mr. 
Hugh Eyre Massey, of Gerardstown, Dun- 
shaughlhin, County Meath, who is well 
known in Irish racing circles. 

A breadvan driver, who was in the 
vicinity of the scene of the accident, went 
to the man’s assistance, but he was then 
dead. He leaves a widow and four children 
—one son and three daughters. 

Mr. Massey was driving a Rover car, and 
was accompanied by another young man at 
the time of the accident. 

The. body of Mr. MelIlwraith was 
removed to the Dundalk Hospital, and Mr. 
Massey was taken to Anne street Civic 
Guard barracks, where on Saturday night 
he was brought before a special Court, 
before Mr. John Maguire, Peace Commis- 
sioner, and charged with the manslaughter 
of Mr. McIlwraith. Evidence of arrest was 
given by Sergeant Duggan, who stated that 
the accused man made no statement. 

Defendant was remanded to Dundalk 
District Court, bail of £1,000 and two 
sureties of £500 each being allowed.

HE momentous question of oil 
sanctions again comes to the fore- 
front of the international political stage, 
To-day it will be discussed in the House of 
Commons, and in a week's time oy the 
Committee of Kighteen at Geneva. 

Mr. Anthony Eden is expected to deal 
with this question when he makes his first 
speech in the House of Commons as 
Foreign Secretary during to-day’s debate 
on foreign policy. 3 

The Geneva Committee, at its meeting 
on March 2, will have before it, not only 
the experts’ reports on the possibility of 
an oil embarzo, and the efficacy of the 
sanctions now in force, but also a resolu- 
tion passed last night by the International 
Federation of League of Nations Societies 
urgins the imposition of furtaer sanctions 
against Italy. ; 

Stating that present sanctions do not co 
nearly to the lengths prescribed by Article 
16 of the Covenant, the resolution urges 
the immediate vote of an oil embargo, and, 
if necessary, the putting into operation 
of such measures as the closing of League 
members’ ports to Italian ships and to 
ships of neutral Powers carrying goods to 
the Italian colonies in Africa. 

As there appears little likelihood of the 
United States participating, in which event 
the experts consider an embargo would be 
virtually ineffective, the possibility that 
the committee will be able to take decisive 
action in the matter is regarded as ques- 
tionable. 

It is already known that France, who 


will be represented by M. Flandin, the 


Foreign Minister, will not take the lead . 


in the impasition of oil sanctions, though 
she will lovally co-operate if other nations 
favoured their application.

Those present stood as a tribute to the 
memory of the late King, and later to the 
memory of the late Earl Jellicoe, Admiral of 
the Fieet and vice-patron of the British 
Legion, who, said Major-General Sir W, B.

President to their great chief and founder, 
Lord Haig. 

Having welcomed the representatives from

PRESIDENT DE VALERA'S 
LOSS 
Colonel S. W. L. Ashwarden, D.S.O., 


A.D.C., the national vice-chairman from head- 
quarters, London, addressed the conference, 
and, first of all. on behalf of the gathering, 
he expressed deep sympathy with President 
de Valera and his family in the great loss 
that they recently had suffered hy the death 
of the President’s son, Mr. Brian de Valera. 
There might, he sid, be differences of opinion 
among them, but, in times of sorrow, ex- 
Service men extended the hand of sympathy 
(“ Hear, hear.’’) 

Passing on to the work of the Legion, 
Colonel Ashwarden congratulated the Free 
State area on what had been accomplished 
there, particularly during the past twelve 
months, and said that the report of the Free 
State area exemplified to those who lived 
ecross the water the enormous difficulties that 
faced. ex-Service men in their Legion work in 
the Irish Free State: and it also exemplified— 
if exemplification was necessarv—the need for 
the British Legion in this part of Ireland. 

Poppy Day collection in the Free State in 
1924—the last date for which figures were 
available—produced £7,878, but what was of 
far greater interest to him was that the 
lodgments to the credits of local committees 
m the Free State amounted to £14.677, and 
he thought that that showed that the policy 
ei the British Legion was to spend this 
money, notiwhere it was collected, but where 
it was most wanted. 


PEACE AND SECURITY 


They knew some of the difficulties from 
which ex-Service men were suffering in the 
Trish Free State, and how different the con- 
ditions were from those obtaining in Eng- 
land. In England they had the whole-hearted 
sympathy of employers of labour and of the 
Government, and on virtually every occasion

| preference was given to the ex-Service man; 
i but in the Irish Free State it was not so easy, 

and that point was realised by those who ran 
| the Central lLelief Committee in London. He 
thought that it was safe for him to promise 
them that the policy that obtained last year 
would be continued in the future. (Applause.) 

The British Legion had nothing whatever 
to do with party politics. The question of 
peace and security was one that concerned 
ex-Service men, anc it was with the object ct 
promoting peace and security that British ex- 
Service men had gone to visit ex-Service men 
of another country. They went with a sincere 
crdeavour to create a better atmosphere and 
a better feeling between the nations of 
Europe, and to see. whether it was possible by 
holding out the hand of fellowship to create 
better understanding between one country and 
another, and the better to be able to under- 
stand one another's troubles and difficulties. 

He hoped that British ex-Service men in 
the Irish Free State never would Jet slip any 
opportunity to create a better atmosphere 
between the North and the South of Ireland, 
and between the South of Ireland and Great 
Britain. (Loud applause.) 


NORTHERN IRELAND 


Captain J. L. Bennett, representing 
Northern Ireland, said that in Northern Ire- 
land they had the advantage of a sympathetic 
attitude towards British ex-Service men, and 
the Northern Government at all times had 
shown them the greatest sympathy and sup- 


port, not only im words, but in deeds. 
Private emplovers generally looked on 
it as a privilege to do al, that 
they could for the ex-Serviceman. 


During last year they had placed in employ- 
ment in his area 15,000 to 16.000 men, In 
the Free State a larger number had been 
placed in positions, but in less favourable 
circumstances, and he thought that the best 
thanks were dne to those responsible for 
finding employment for those men. The 
differences between North and South, .9 {ar 
as ex-Service men were concerned, were 
geographical differences only. (Applause.) 


THE WAR MEMORIAL 


The Chairman fermally moved the adoption 
of the annual report. One great event that 
they were looking forward to n the im- 
mediate future was, he said, ‘he .. pening. 
later on this year, of their Irish National 
War Memorial. Their Area President had 
stated that he hoped it would be ready for 
their next Remembrance Day ceremony, but 
personally he felt inclined to go further and 
say that ex-Service men would be greviously 
disappointed if it was not ready for their 
next Remembrance Day ceremony. | The story 
of the Irish National War Memorial was not 
altogether a pleasant one, and now that the 
memorial was virtually completed he did 
hope that between now and next Remem- 
brance Day no circumstances or influences 
would arise to add to the already unreason- 
able delay in gratifying the wish of the 
Irish public, who many years ago generously 
subscribed a very large sum of money 
towards a memorial. He did think, taking 
one thing with another, that the Irish War 
Memorial Committee had done very well, 
indeed, and he hoped that in the ceremony 
of opening the memorial park and unveiling 
of the cross no influences would be allowed 
to detract from or restrict the dignity 
attending that ceremony. (Loud applause.) 

He felt that the overwhelming majority of 
his fellow countrymen was in agreement with 
him when he said that ex-Service men were 
inclined to give way too much to those who 
were opposed to their gesture of honour to 
their fallen comrades, and. he, personally, 
was not inclined to consider the viewpoint of 
a great many in this country who did not 
matter. He had at all times felt that the 
Irish ex-Service men had a very high per- 
centage of public sympathy in this country. 

They might be told that in such a cere- 
mony there was a risk of hurting the feel. 
ings of a certain section of the public. 

‘‘ Incidentally,’ he added, “I doubt very 
much if they have ever gone out of their 
way to refrain from hurting my feelings or 
vours.” On an occasion such as this he was 
not inclined to be too tolerant. 

Mr. J. Delany (Bachelor’s Walk) seconded 
the motion, which was passed. 


THE HOUSING POSITION 


Major-General Sir George Franks, who 
was called upon to address the Conference 
on the question of the housing of British ex- 
Servicemen in the Irish Free State, and on 
the position of the Irish Sailors’ and Soldiers’ 
Land Trust in relation to the provision of 
dwellings for the accommodation of these 
men, said—‘‘]I should like particularly to 
pay a tribute to the President of the Execu- 
tive Council—to himself in particular—to the 
Attorney-General, and to the Government of 
the Free State, for the way in which they 
have tried to help us mutually, both the 
Trust and the tenants to come to a solution 
of our difficulties. (Applause.) I should like 
to tell you that I have had two personal 
interviews with the President of the Execu- 
tive Council on this matter, and that far 
from receiving me with any sort of hostility 
as a Major-General of the British Army or 
anything of that kind, I received from the 
President of the Executive Council nothing 
but the greatest courtesy, and I found in 
him every desire to help us to find a way 
out of our difficulties.’”? (Loud applause.) 

They all knew, continued Major-General 
Franks, the difficulty that had been created 
by the Killester judgment of the Supreme 
Court of the Free State, and they might 
remember that he had sounded a note of 
warning to occupiers—they did not call them 
tenants any longer—of the houses provided 
by the Land Trust, that their victory in the 
Supreme Court might not be all that they 
perhaps imagined. He had advised those 
occupiers very strongly - that although 
they paid no rent to the Trust they 
should keep those rents well in hand 
tc meet the expense of the repair of their 
houses,- which now would fall upon them, 
The sum estimated as being required to put 
the preperty in good condition was a little 
bill that would have to be faced sooner or 
later by somebody, 


ROUND TABLE CONFERENCE 


During the past two years negotiations had 
been going on to see if a solution of this 
stupid difficulty could not be arrived at 
whereby the Trust would be enabled to con- 
tinue building for the unhoused ex-Service- 
men and whereby tenants of these houses 
would pay a reasonable rent, sufficient to 
cover maintenance in the case of particular 
administration, and he was very happy to tell 
them that now they were in a fair way to a 
settlement of these difficulties, 

“I can even tell you,” said Major-General 
Franks, ‘‘ that it is probable that if both 
sides will put forward now reasonable sug- 
gestions the President of the Executive Coun- 
cil will call a round table meeting of repre: 
sentalives of the Land Trust, of the occupy- 
ing tenants of the Land Trust, and of the 
unhoused ex-Service men, and if, as a result 
of that conference, reasonable proposals can 
be put forward—and I may say that there is 
now very little between the Trust and the 
sitting tenants—I have been given to under- 
stand that the Government of the Free State 
are prepared to do what may be necessary 
in the matter of initiating legislation to 
enforce what is required Given this 
atmosphere of goodwill and agreement we 
can now get down to business again. The 
Land Trust has not got very large funds in 
hand for further building, but we do hope, 
by a scheme of purchase, by which the sitting 
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tenant would be enabled to buy his house out

MEMORANDUM SENT TO

MEMORANDUM embodying a series of 
A amendments to the Irish Insurance 
Bill, 1935, was forwarded to the mem- 
bers of the Oireachtas by the National 
Amalgamated Union of Life Assurance 
Workers during the week-end. 

These, proposed amendments have been en- 
dorsed by the Joint Watch Committee of the 
National Amalgamated Union and the Irish 
Union of Distributive Workers and Clerks. 
They have already been submitted to the 
iná Trade Union Congress and the Labour 

arty. 

The Unions propose that the clause dealing 
with forfeiture of an industrial insurance 
policy should be altered in order to make it 
water-tight, They point out that the present 
clause which entitles a policy-holder to revive 
a lapsed policy within two years by proving 
negligence on the part of the collector is open 
to abuse. They hold that collectors would 
have difficulty. in disproving a claim under 
that clause, and that a 28-day written notice 
ef forfeiture sent by post from the registered 
office of the company would eliminate this 
difficulty by making clear the position to a 
lupsing policy-holder. at Ss 

An amendment to cover this point is 
suggested. 


INSURABLE INTEREST 


In another proposed amendment the Unions 
seek to include haif-brothers, half-sisters and 
children-in-law among the relatives having 
an insurable interest in so far as funeral ex- 
pense. policies are concerned. 

Another amendment aims at preventing the 
“nacking’’ of insurance company or society 
meetings by restricting attendance - of 
employés of the organisation, other than 
directors, members of the committee of 
management, secretary or assistant secretary, 
treasurer or person employed in a professional 
capacity, at meetings. 

It is proposed that in cases of amalgama- 
tions and transfers of societies or companies 
that proyision should be made for the hearing 
of the employés’ case, after the High Court 
has heard the promoting companies and the 
Minister. This is to protect agents and others 
who might be adversely affected by amalga- 
mations. : 


PROTECTION OF EMPLOYES 


The following series of amendments have 
been devised to protect the employés who may 
be affected by the amalgamations :— _ 

(1) That in the event of amalgamation and 
subsequent unemployment those affected be 
absorbed as follows: That all offices granted a 
licence to transact insurance business in the 
Irish Free State re-employ redundant insur- 
ance workers at terms not less favourable 
than they previously enjoyed. . length 
of service in the insurance business to be 
taken into account when vacancies are being 
filled. 

(2) That redundant insurance employés be 
absorbed in the re-Insurance Corporation to 
be set up under Section 7 of the Insurance 
Bill. 

(á) ‘That compensation for displaced 
employés be fixed at the rate of four months’ 
salary for each year of service, such salary to 
be taken as the yearly earnings received at 
such time of displacement, and that receipt of 
compensation shall not debar such employe 
from applying for or securing a position with 
another insurance company. 

(4) That no person who is not in full-time 


employment of an insurance company shall be 


employed by such company to procure busi- 
ness of any kind. 

(5) That where the services of an agent 
having goodwill interest in his book are not 
retained as a result of an amalgamation, he 
shall, in addition to being paid compensation 
for loss of employment as herein provided in 
this Act, receivé payment of a sum calculated 
upon the market price of book interest prevail- 
ing at the time of amalgamation. 

Other amendments dealing with the sub- 
division of insurance business. 

It is hoped by the unions that the Govern- 
ment will take up the amendments, but fail- 
ing this it is understood that they will be

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DISTRESS SIGNALS 
NOT SEEN 
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Sliding down the side of their trawler, 
the Margaret Stephen, as she heeled over 
in inky blackness early yesterday into a 
raging sea off the Shetlands, the nine men 
of the crew reached their small boat 
safely—the first stage of a thrilling fight 
for life. : 

Shortly after midnight the Margaret 
Stephen, an Aberdeen boat, crashed on 
the dangerous rocks of Lunna Holn, at the 
north end of Lunnaness, and soon the 
cabin was flooded. 

The crew fired all their rockets, and old 
trawl nets and nearly all the men’s bedding 
were soaked in paraffin and burned, but 
so isolated is that part of the coast that 
none of these signals of distress was seen, 
nor was the moaning of the vessel’s whistle 
heard. 

For over three hours she was pounded 
on the rocks by terrific seas, and the 
skipper (Alexander Gardner) ordered the 
small boat to be launched. This was done 
not a moment too soon, for the trawler’s 
lights went out, and she suddenly heeled 
over, foundering a few minutes later, 


WITH ONLY ONE OAR 

Then through the raging surf the crew 
battled towards the mainland with their 
single oar, for one had been broken and 
another lost. Soaked to the skin with sea 
water and rain, they scrambled up over 
the rocks, cutting their hands and not 
daring to separate in case they lost one 
another. Until dawn they huddled 
together under a ledge of rock, and then 
searched for a house. 

For hours they trudged wearily over 
sodden hillsides until, shivering, hungry 
and completely exhausted, they came to 
the one house in the neighbourhood, Where 
their clothing was dried and they were 
given warm food. Cars were sent later to 
a. the shipwrecked crew into Lerwick. 

They are: Alexander Gardner, Aberdeen 
(skipper) ; John Murray, Buckie (mate) ; 
William Murray, Buckie; James Robert-: 
son, Aberdeen ; James Watson, Peterhead ; 
Peter Murray, Portgordon; Albert Hay, 
Fraserburgh ; Alex Robb, Aberdeen, and 
David Mackay, Buckie. 

All said that their escape from the 
trawler, whien she suddenly heeled over 
and went down, was a miracle, and that 
they suffered greatly from cold and wet 
while they sat beneath an overhanging 
rock waiting for daylight. Nothing is 
visible of the trawler except the mast. 


BREECHES BUOY 
RESCUE

HOW NINE MEN WERE 
SAVED 

Nine men were rescued early yesterday 
by breeches buoy to a cliff 120 feet high, 
while the Spurn lifeboat stood by. They 
were the crew of the Grimsby trawler, 
Alcoma, which had run aground two miles 
north of Dimlington, East Yorks, yester- 
day. The Alcoma sent out an 8.0.8. by 
wireless when she ran aground in heavy 
seas and thick fog. The wireless message 
was picked up by another vessel and trans- 
mitted to Mablethorpe wireless. station, 
which in turn sent the telephone message 
for the Spurn lifeboat and the rocket life- 
saving company. 

The lifeboat had to go nine miles to the 
Alcoma, in thick fog and heavy seas, and 
found her lying on her starboard side with 
the seas breaking over. 

A rocket apparatus had to be dragged 
across fields by four horses, and when 
still a mile from the cliff it stuck in the 
mud. The crew, however, managed to get 
it to the cliff and fired a rocket, which 
took a line for the Alcoma and the life- 
boat: The line was made fast, and the 
nine men were drawn up the cliff by the 
breeches buoy. An attempt is to be made 
to refloat the vessel.

Miss Catnach, M.A., Headmistress of the 
Putney County Secondary School for Girls, 
x member of the Executive Committee of the 
Headmistresses’ Association of England, and 
a prominent educationist, delivered an address 
entitled, “ The Scrapheap,’”’ in the course of 
which she said that they were passing through 
great changes.

Yet in their 
schools they were, more or less, using the 
same instruments and means that had been in 
use for generations in the educational world.

She wondered very much whether they 
realised how important secondary education 
had become, and the part it was playing in 
moulding the new world. The generations 
before the war were influenced, not alone by 
the schools, but by two other great forces— 
the Church and the code of social conven- 
tions. The Church did exercise a. powerful 
influence to-day on the few, but it cid not 
exercise the influence over the whole of 
society that it did in the past, and the code 
of social conventions that had come from the 
upper classes wag disappearing, if it had not 
almost gone. | | 

It seemed to her that the secondary school 


had stepped in to take the place oí both of | 


these. What they needed was to educate the 
young people so that they would think for 
themselves. That would involve a joyous de- 
velopment of character and personality. They 
were trying to do that in their secondary 
schools in England, and had made remarkable 
progress, but what prevented them from 
doing so completely was the curriculum—that 
heritage from the past, made by people who 
lived in a different world from the present. 
Under the curriculum the children were 


given quantity, not .quality—they were 
made to swallow anything said in 
print, without ever being taught to 


express their own opinions on the subjects 
taught, and because of that they could not, 
or did not, use their own thoughts. She 


‘believed’ that most children thought their 


education was fmished wheri they left school. 
Afterwards: they jet newspapers do their 
thinking for ‘them. It meant 'remodelling the 
curriculum, but, like disarmament, while 
every one agreed that reform -was desirable, 
the moment it was suggested that something 
be taken, away it was impossible to get agree- 
ment, and they talked of indispensible factors 
in education. 


HOME WORK 

Referring to home work, she said that it 
did seem an anachronism in the world: of 
to-day. It did not fit. If work from 9 to 5 
a day was considered exacting enough’ for 
adults, she thought that from 9 to 4 should be 
uite sufficient for a child, without adding 
the burden of home work. She also thought 
that there was too much time spent by pupils 
in writing answers—simply pouring out anto- 
matically what had been put into them. The 
only way to’ improve matters was to cut 
down the time limit for each subject, and 
instead of teaching the child merely | to

_ Again, though Ireland came out of the game 
with a well-merited win, the play of the side 
was not such as to lead to any great optimism 
as to the chances against Wales, at Cardiff, 
on March 14th. All the Irish scoring was 
done in the first half, and, as if wanting some 
incentive for further efforts, the play of the 
team, fell away subsequently, and for most of 
the second half the Scottish forwards 
dominated the sczummages to such an extent 
that the Irish backs saw little of the ball. 


A DANGEROUS PERIOD 


There was a period after Murdock had 
dropped a splendid goal, twelve minutes after 
the resumption when matters were looking 
very serious for ireland. Many Scottish movt- 
ments had been splendidly countered by the 
Irish backs, but the hard fought for Scottish 
score seemed at last to have achieved realisa- 
tion when Dick, with a clever cut through, 
beat all the Irish back. and was tearing for 
the line.

INTEREST LACKING 


For some reason or other there was missing 
the usual enthusiasm that an Ireland v. Scot- 
land game at Murrayfield arouses, and the 
att.adance of some 40,000 people was about 
the smallest yet seen on the ground for an 
International match. This would, of course, 
be largely accounted for by the fact that it 
was the *third International played on the 
ground this season, and that Scotland had 
been the losing side in the other two 

The ground—thanks to the strong sunshine 
which was in evidence throughout the entire 
day—was in capital order, but did not wear 
its usual rich green appearance, the effect. of 
the spells of frost and snow being to turn the 
surface to a dirty grey colour. There was a 
diffe-ence in the demeanour of the crowd, too, 
the usual excitement being missing. 


KERR’S FINE PLAY 


The two great players on the Scottish side 
were Kerr and Dick. Kerr gave one of the 
best exhibitions of full-back play seen this 
season, and he was particularly brilliant in 
the first half when he was called upon to 
gather the ball from all sorts of difficult posi- 
tions, and never onceemissed a catch, while 
his kicking was splendid... Dick’s great. run 
was one of the features in a game rather 
lacking in notable achievements.

Boyle was again an 
outstanding three-quarter, and his quickness 
in opening out a movement when least ex- 
pected had not a little to say to the side’s 
succes.

BAILEY'S TACHLING 


Bailey’s best work was done in defence, and 
his deadly tackling got Ireland out of 
difficulties on many ovtasions. His efforts in 
attack were to an extent ‘spoiled by the 
tendency of O’Connor ‘to over-run him, and 
some excellent :chances were spoiled in this 
way. The Cork wingman, though doing some 
useful kicking, was the weakest spot in the 
three-quarter line. Hewitt played one of his 
best games, showing the good footballer’s 
mark of genius in everything he did, and it
